Scarlet Fever, Scarietina and Scarlet 
Rash are different names for one and 
the same disease. It is an infectious 
and dangerous disease, and the mildest 
case may spread the infection and cause 
the most malignant 
Scarlet Fever is 


thoroughly ventilated, and all ladgaa, 
woodwork and walls washed with 
soap, and rinsed with the disinfecting 
solution. This work should be don* 
thoroughly, otherwise it will give oofy 
a false sense of security.

9. The law requires that all cases of 
contagious disease shall be reported to 
the city or county board of health, by 
the head ot the family or physician, 
within twenty-four hours. This law 
should be observed in every case.

Epidemics of scarlet fever, like epi¬ 
demics M all other infectious diseases, 
are largely due to mifference, or care¬ 
lessness, on the part c.f people whose 
homes are infected. The statement may 
•ot be too strong when we add th»t the 
spreading of contagious maladies is due 
to criminal negligence. Whenever a 
man or woman refuses to obey the in¬ 
structions of the attending physician in 
reference to such eases, he or she dis¬ 
obeys the laws of the State and be¬ 
comes a criminal, just as much so as 
the individual who robs a hen roost or 
cuU a threat. In fact, the family that 
criminally infects a community with a 
-dangerous malady is more to be dread¬ 
ed than the prowling assassin. 

if a physician fails to properly in¬ 
struct his patients and attendants when 
a con - agious disease develops he is un¬ 
tit to practice the profession of niedi- 
* cine. Because of his negijggBpe many 
lives may be sacrificed and much suffer 
lug resuR. 

Dr. M. W. Hyatt, Washington e'esr 
ty’s Health Officer, is doing everything 
in his power to stamp out infectious 
diseases, but he is helpless Without the 
assistance of the people. He instructs 
v The Sun to say that his instructions in 
the future must be obeyed. No per¬ 
son guilty of violatir.g the law will be 
excused upon the plea of ignorance, 
but rill be arrested, and prosecuted in 
our criminal courts. Such a course is 
right It is tne most effective way to 
“educate” people along these Imps. If 
a few fipea are assessed against viola¬ 
tors of thebe laws the effect for good 
will be magical. Thei*e is no reason

Manager Sydeor had every¬ 
thing in readiness and at eleven o’clock 
the sale began with Messrs. Grover and 
Moss present as buyers representing 
the American Tobacco Company; Mr. 
Hutchmgson. representing Patterson, 
of St. Louis, and Mr. Black more, rep¬ 
resenting the J. K. Reynolds Tobacco ' 
Company, of Winston Salem. N. CL 
From the beginning the bidding was 
spirited and the 35.000 pounds of to¬ 
bacco sold brought prices ranging from 
9 to 23 cents per pound, the average 
for the whole being about 18 cents. 
The prices realized were all that could 
oe desired by the tobacco growers sod 
the success of the sale was highly sat¬ 
isfactory to Mr. Abram Sydoor, tbe 
manager and auctioneer.

Man Who Was Inoculated With Germ of Tuberculosis to Be 
Carefully and Every Effort Made to Cure Him.

In the hope of discovering a preven¬ 
tive aud cure for tuberculosis Frank 
Merritt, who two weeks ago volun¬ 
teered to surrender his body in the 
Interest of humanity and medical scl j 
ence. has permitted a physician to in¬ 
oculate his system with the germs of 
the dread disease. An examination 
made recently showed that already the 
disease has made considerable prog¬ 
ress since the Inoculation a week ago. 

Merritt, Is a middle aged man, 

was at one time a prosperous book 
binder in a western state. According 
to his story, bis wife and a promising 
son died, victims of tuberculosis. Their 
loss preyed on his mind to such an ex¬ 
tent that he dually failed in business 
aud became a wanderer. Two weeks 
ago he applied to the Salvation ' rmy 
headquarters in New York for lodging 
and was sent to the Salvation Army 
hotel in Chatham square. It was there 


that be first announced bit willingness 
to die if his death might aid In any 
way In combating the spread of tuber¬ 
culosis. 

“1 have had difficulty In keeping 
liody and soul together." he said, “and 
death has no terrors for me." 

For several days after MerrttFp an 
nouncement he waited for a repl# but 
no one appeared to take advantage of 
his offer. Finally Dr. C. C. Carroll of 
2102 Broadway found Merritt and in¬ 
oculated the man with a germ of tu¬ 
berculosis. A statement from the doc¬ 
tor's office says that the disease has 
>w tborourhly entered into Merritt’s 
system, and c is expected the cose will 
be umjer wn. in the next few days. 

“Mr action waa voluntary," said 
Merritt “Of course I am not anxloua 
to die. tort I felt like doing whnt I have 
done In the Interest of humanity and 
science." *

A SERIES OF TEN TALKS ON ADVERTISING XT O 
written by Seymour Eaton of Philadelphia IN O. O 

Most department store advertising may be 
divided into three classes: bad, very bad, and 
damned bad. 

Bargain advertising is in the first class. It does 
sell goods; but if well done it could easily make 
three blades of grass grow where one grows now. 

The “worth-$20-now-$l2.50” bargain offer has 
been done to death. The people buy the $12.50 
article because $12.50 is as much as they want to pay; 
because they have seen the goods; because they 
have intelligence enough to know that they are getting 
good value for the price; but for every one who buys 
there are two others shoo-ed off by the roll-up, 
tumble-up, throw-up-your-money hurrah. 

An honest bargain properly announced is always 
good advertising. If I controlled a newspaper page I 
should use one-third of it, down the side, for legiti¬ 
mate bargains. I should put the word “Bargains” or 
“Today’s Bargains” at the top and with the descrip¬ 
tions of the articles I should give .selling prices only; 
say nothing in figures about values or cost prices; 
use that space for describing the goods. I should 
make the descriptions as brief as possible, leave 
everything to the imagination of the customer except 
the selling price; and now and then I should omit 
that; let the customer come to the store to find out. 
Then I should make these bargains look like charity 
by very contrast; by using the remainder of the page 
to advertise my regular-priced, always-in-stock cloth¬ 
ing and dress goods and carpets and furniture and all 
that sort of thing; and I should make this department 
so full of life and spirit and enthusiasm for the goods 
as to make my counters irresistible. 

The store that preaches is in the second class. 
Preaching isn’t advertising. It may be entertaining 
and instructive; it may analyze to a nicety the ethical 
policy of the store; it may impress the weak-minded 
with the fact that this store is a great public benefactor, 
a powerful influence for good in the community, a sort 
of merchandise university which ought to be endowed 
by the State. But preaching doesn't sell goods; it 
doesn’t even draw a crowd. 

The formal, refrigerator, mybrass-plate-is-suffi- 
dent advertising is in the third class. It has all the 
dignity and drawing power of a corpse. Mark you, I 
am not crititising the idea. The idea is fine. To be 
a chosen people dothed in purple and fine linen; to 
bask in the sunshine of wealth, or of aristocracy, or 
of fame; to eat where it eats, to drink whai it drinks, 
to wear what it wears, to buy where it buys, to talk 
what it talks, to dress your poodle dog with what it 
dresses its poodle dog; to be somebody exclusive, 
even one or two removed or second hand; that is 
greatness; and people pay big money for greatness, 
even for the varnish «r veneer. It is the adver¬ 
tising that is bad. It might easily quadruple the 
trade and yet keep within the boundaries of the elect. Ex¬ 
clusive people don't think. You don't need to put salt on their 
tails. They follow a leader like a lot of sheep. Your business 
as an advertiser is to capture the leader; the bellwether of the 
set. The rest is easy. The others will pay for the privilege 
of standing in line. 

Embalm and bury the brass-plate advertising. Use the 
space to talk to your customers. Some of them read adver¬ 
tisements. If a poor plebeian should happen to read about 
your goods and wander into your shop by mistake let him do 

the worrying.
